On June G, lh!*S, the American army 
received orders 10 sail. 
On the morn­ 
ing of the seventh, just as the flag­ 
ship Snguranca was about to leave 
her dock at Port Tampa to lead the 
fleet of transports on thcdr way to 
Cuba, a wild telegram was received 
In W ashington saying the report that 
Cervera was bottled up In Santiago 
harbor was not true; only a few old 
ships had gone in there as a ruse to 
deceive the American fleet, while the 
four firs I -class Spanish cruisers were 
hidden in some bay (of which there 
are any num ber on the coast of Cuba) 
and was now en route westward to in­ 
tercept the transport fleet and blow it 
out of the water. 
The heaviest ships 
of flnmp»nn*t tiw t were in front of 
Santiago and only a few of the lighter 
vessels were doing blockade duty off 
Havana 
Tho naval convoy to the 
arm y transport fleet was small, piti­ 
fully so. and when the reported move­ 
ment of the Spanish fleet reached 
W ashington, the civilian branch of the 
w ar and navy departm ents were in

All the arm y men knew this Spanish 
fleet was a myth and probably the re­ 
sult of an im aginative brain of some 
overworked blue jacket. 
Col. Cheney 
had received information on the morn­ 
ing of June 5 from one of his men 
who was operating in the eastern end 
Cuba that Cervera was in Santi 
of 
offl 
ago harbor. 
This man tan army 
cer) had gone Into Santiago In dis 
guise, had counted the four big cruis­ 
ers at anchor, had sailed around them, 
read their aam e s—Viscaya, Oquendo. 
Colon, and Maria Teresa;

These facts were fully reported to 
W ashington, but civilian W ashington 
looked 
with 
suprem e cojatempt on 
military aud naval Tampa, and the 
army fleet came back* and for eight 
days more they backed and filled like 
a lot of sheep. 
Gradually It dawned 
on the civilian war departm ent that 
the threat! ning fleet was only a phan­ 
tom. and on June * I they gave the 
word and the army sailed away 
It Is not the purpose or intention of

If the bag ever should stick, put into 
it some hot water with a few drops of 
ammonia, let it remain a few minutes, 
then with a thin, dull-edged stick, try 
to separate the inside carefully.

Care of Shoes. 
An excellent preservative of shoe 
leather is vaseline. If a small quantity 
be applied to new shoes it will soften 
the leather, and if enameled leather, 
will keep it soft much longer than ordi 
narlly and render It less liable tc 
crack. 
If worn shoes are cleaned and black­ 
ened, and then rubbed with the vase­ 
line. their appearance and wearing 
qualities will be much improved. 
Have a box of oats handy and when 
the shoes are taken off remove all 
mud and dirt, lace or button them, 
fill half full with oats and stuff the 
tops with crumpled paper. 
When necessary to wear the shoes 
empty them and they will he found tc 
have kept their shape, and will not be 
drawn if they were in the least damp 
when taken off. 


Cleaning White Silk, 
To wash white taffeta 
and 
other 
white silks, proceed as follows: 
Having made strong suds by boil­ 
ing castile soap in soft water, allow 
if to cool to blood heat or IOO de­ 
grees, and wash the silk In it by 
swishing it about and lightly press­ 
ing out the. water with the hands. 
Dip the goods into suds of the same 
kind; press the water out once more 
and hang in an airy, sunless place 
until almost dry, 
pulling 
out 
all 
wrinkles from time to time. 
Roll the 
silk carefully over a board, and let it 
lie wrapped in a towel unttl tilers Is 
only a trace of moisture left. 
Smooth it under a fine, white cloth 
with a moderately warm iron. 
If a 
clear tone of white is desired, add 
blueing to the water; lf 
an 
Ivory 
shade is preferred, use the clear suds. 


Torn Wall Paper. 
When a hole has been made in the 
wall paper in moving a piece of fur 
niture, if one has no palier like the 
one on the wall, a Judicious use of 
water colors will work wonders. 
The 
torn paper should 
be 
first 
straight 
ened as neatly as possible and glued 
down. 
Then touch

the

spaces and the seam s with paints the 
color of the paper at that place, says 
Home Chat. The break will be almoat 
invisible if the water colors are used 
carefully.

In addition to the fines im­ 
posed in the act, officers of railway 
corporations violating provisions of 
this act are liable to a sentence of 
from six mouths to two years in 
the penitentiary, at the discretion 
of the court. 
Persons exempted 
of this act are 
glad to see active measures lesumed 
to rid the town of the nuisance and 
danger of the loose dogs.

be shot on sight.
